An instance of the type of propaganda used to break 
down American immigration laws has recently appeared in 
newspapers throughout the country. 

The article in question, prepared by a central agency, 
begins by saying: “HOUSEWIVES OF AMERICA, are you 
tired of being tied down by domestic chores? Do you long 
to have help with the dusting, scrubbing and meal making? 


Does the constant search for good baby sitters exhaust 
you? Then what you need is an au pair,” 
Then, the article explains, ‘Au pairs are European 


girls who will come and live with you in your home and in 
short order become about as important as your right arm. 
They're not servants but are temporary members of vour 
family and very useful ones, indeed.” 


Sounds like a hit-and-run vendor telling you the won- 
ders of a patent medicine. This is just another instance of 
organized efforts being made to bring Europeans to Amer- 
ica through one of the few channels left open. 


When the McCarran-Walter immigration bill was be- 
ing debated in Congress a few years ago, it was fought 
hammer and tongs by groups bent on throwing open the 
floodgates of immigration. They had powerful allies in 
both Houses of Congress who wanted to solve Europe's ills 
by bringing their surplus population to America, But the 
majority prevailed after yielding to a few loopholes 
through necessity. 

One of the loopholes was to allow a European to come 
to America to fill a need for those trades where shortages 
exist, such as tailors and household domestics. Immediate- 
ly these organized groups went to find as many Americans 
as possible who would hire a European sight unseed. 

They are clever. They have set up a plan to bring more 
immigrants to America and have had the gall to call it 
“The American Plan.’ Under this “American Plan’ they 
ask you to hire a girl from Europe to work in your home 
as a domestic.

More than three - fourths of 
Alabama peanuts of all types 
g0 into peanut butter, he said. 
Thus each additional pound of 
peanut butter eaten by a child 
or adult represents a market 
gain for Alabama ‘farmers, 

“Alabama peanut crop yields 
last year reached an _ all-time 
high average of 1100 pounds 
per acre,”’ Mr, Knowles essert 
ed. “It’s very clear that farm- 
ers and other segments of the 
peanut industry will have to 
work hard to sell those addit- 
ional peanuts to the public.” 

Another highiy successfiil as 
pect of the peanut grower pro- 
motion in 1960 was the trade 
relations program, he said. 
Strong efforts have been made 
to induce manufacturers of 
peanut products to buy in Ala- 
bama and Georgia. During the 
past fall, Mr, Knowles said, the 
largest single manufacturer of 
peanut butter in the county 
bought heavily in the two 
states for the first time in six 
years,

Preventive of Tooth 
Decay Has Promise 


An oral fluid being develoned 
at the University of Alabama 
Medical Center by Dr. Theo- 
dore Koulourides and former 
biochemist Dr, Ward Pigman, 
shows considerable promise in 
preventing or healing begin- 
ning states of tooth decay. 

They report success in re- 
hardening tooth enamel in test 
tubes containing solutions of 
calcium, phosphorous and flor- 
ide. 

It was found that teeth sof- 
tened beyond a certain point 
in the hardness scale could not 
be rehardened appreciably but 
those which did reharden re- 
sisted softening solutions more 
vigoriously than they had pre- 
viously.
